The Hudson's Bay Route Delayed 
and Discredited by Disastrous 
Incompetence. 

Ottawa, February 6th. 

The early development and suc- 
cessful operation of the Hudson's 
Bay route is the hope of the Prai- 
tie West. As shown by the facts 
placed before the House yester- 
day by Mr. A. K. Mel.an, of 
Halifax, the operations of the 
Department of Railways during 
the past summer, in undertaking 
the work of creating a suitable 
ocean port at the mouth of the 
Nelson river, have lost a year of 
time and seriously discredited the 
project, The department having 
decided to create a port at the 
mouth of the Nelson, it is to be 
presumed, as the result of the in- 
vestigation of the engineers of 
both the Railways and Marine De- 
partments, and the personal in-

SMITHS FALLS. Ont., Feb, 17. — 
Engineer Robert Grant of Montreal} 
was instantly killed, Fireman Ernest

Capetown, Feb. 18 -- Astonishing 
facts were published today by the de- 
partment of Justice showing that na- 
tive convicts have been binding them- 
selves together for criminal purposes, 
Their organizations comprise a king, 
a judge, a fighting general, a medical 
officer, warriors and younger natives. 

The organizations hold trials and 
decree punishments, sentencing to 
death in some cases by stabbing with 
sharp nails through the shoulders,

The demands of 8,019 ratepayers of the city of Edmonton 
count for nothing in the opinion of Mayor McNamara, and Alder- 
men Clarke, East, Kinney, Driscoll and May. The demand of 3,019 
ratepayers for a judicial investigation into the police department 
tell on six pairs of deaf ears at last uight ’s meeting of the city 
council. The demand of 3,019 ratepnyers, as presented by D. H. 
McKinnon in the ‘argest petition ever laid before any council in 
this city, was ignored by the mayor and his five aldermen last 
night, with the result that the determination of the majority of the

A. Farmilo Speaks 

A. Farmilo, secretary of the Trades 
and Labor Council, declared he repre-

Reviews History of Movement,

Says Police Force Rotten. 

You will remember on that occas- 
fon I agreed in every way with the 
Statements of these gentlemen as to 
the condition of the eity. I went 
further and pointed out to them that 
to my mind the police force was rot- 
ten, a belief which I entertained as a

Brought Out Startling Facts. 

Later developments brought to light 
such startling facts that they not only 
proved the rottenness of the police 
force, but the utter inability, if not 
criminal conduct ,of the chief of po- 
lice. He was dismissed forthwith, Not 
only was it discovered that he had ab- 
solutely no control over his men, but 
worse still, had with members of his 
department hushed up the theft of 
$540 believed to have been stolen by 
one of his men, from a prisoner who 
had been searched at the police sta- 
tion. These two facts alone, not to 
mention many others, were in them- 
selves sufficient to warrant his dis- 
missal, and to justify the statements 
which I have made, regarding the dis- 
cipline and morals of the police force. 

The Second Delegation, 

Before the facts cited were public 
property, another delegation appeared 
before this coupcil with a petition 
signed by six eX-mayors of the city 
and a number of citizens. That peti- 
tion asked for a judicial investigation 
into my statements, and certain re- 
marks of a member of this council 
derogatory to the police force, It 
also lauded the dismissed chief, and 
recited their utmost confidence in his 
ability and integrity. The petition 
was referred to the Commissioner of 
Safety and Health and his commit- 
tee. A conference was held between 
representatives of the petitioners and 
this committee. The disc!osure of the 
theft of the $540 and the forgery was 
placed before them by Commissioner 
Booth. 

Eliminated Chief. 

These immediately eliminated the 
late chief, and he was no longer the 
cause of their anxiety. Apparently 
they were unwillingly convinced that 
the statements uttered by myself and 
Alderman Clarke were facts, and not 
a matter for judicial investigation. 
They were asked to make specific 
charges, or put their request in such 
shape that it would form a proper 
case to be investigated by a Supreme 
Court Judge. Most of the petitioners 
left the council chamber in high dud- 
geon, and when the incident was final- 
ly dealt with counce!l filed the commit- 
tee’s report, and that ended the mat- 
ter for the time being. 

However, during the last few days, 
certain individuals have been dili- 
gently circulating another petition, 
which is presented here tonight, ‘‘de- 
manding” an investigation into all 
matters pertaining to the police force 
present and past. 

Mayor's Objections, 

“My objections to granting this pe- 
tition are fs follows: 

1, By ballot at the polls, the citi- 
zens of Edmonton placed the legis- 
lative and executive functions of this 
city’s government ir the hands of 
this council. The control of the po- 
lice force forms one of these func- 
tions. 

2. The force was found by those 
delegated by you to these executive 
duties to be in bad shape. This placed 
the responsibility for the existence of 
euch conditions upon the shoulders of 
the head of the department, the only 
One upon whom it could be properly 
placed, and he was summarily dis- 
missed.

to blame, but others in the depart- 
ment were guilty of gross misconduct, 
and to clear the whole matter up an 
investigation was ordered 

Investigation Now Being Held, 

4. That investigation is now being 
held by the commissioner of safety 
and health, and the ew chief of po- 
lice 
in due course, if such is in the publi 
interest. Should it be possible to #0 
prove the apparent misdoings of cer- 
tain police officers, the same will be 
brought to the bar of justice. 

6. Such investigation is entirely a 
prerogative of this counell. They 
were clected by the people ‘9 manage 
and control, not only our police force, 
but all other departments of the city.

Every Confidence in Commissioner, 

8 We have every confidence in 
Commissioner Booth, We think he 
ean get to the bottom of this matter 
quicker and better than any judicial 
inquiry, which would cost this city 
thousands of dollars and would drag 
along perhaps for weeks, while in 
the meantime the hands of our chief 
of police and the commissioner of 
safety and health would be abslutely 
tied in the execution of their official 
duties.

Realizes Responsibility,

desire to give this city the cleanest

COMR. BOOTH’S REPORT 


Commissioner Booth reported as 
follows regarding his investigations of 
the police: 

During my investigation into the 
police department which I am now 
conducting, these has developed a 
knowledge that almost a total disre- 
gard of responsibility, of esprit de 
corps and of discipline existed during 
the last several months. 

Some Instances 

January 29.—In one tnstance a raw 
constable was given keys and appoint- 
ed turn-key without any instructions 
or any caution Result: Someone up- 


stairs called “Turnkey”; he ran up- 

stairs, leaving the prisoners in the 

corridor, and one escaped. 
December 7.—In another instance a 


large crowd of prisoners were crowd- 
ed in the corridor and against the 
cels containing prisoners. This crowd 


had not been searched, and could 
easily have passed weapons to the 
priecners, as no constable was left 
with them. 

December 7.—In another, the mem- 
orable case of $540.15 lost, no one 
seemingly was in charge. A captain 


claiming he was sent by the chief to 
assist thé sergeant was present, but 
claims he was not in charge. A ser- 
geant who was in charge says his au- 
thority ceased when the captain ap- 
peared. Later an inspector arrived, 
quarrelied with the captain in the 
presence of subordinates; the captain 
threw down the pen he was writing 
with and, being peeved, left the room 
and went upstairs. The sergeant was 
called away twice later; called no one 
else's attention to the fact that they 
were in authority, and later this per- 
son who happened to be the acting 
sergeant, left leaving a constable. 
Some person unknown sent another 
constable to watch, This last con- 
stable went inside, used the tele- 
phone, and being invited by the other 
constable to go out to breakfast, did 
so, without reporting to anyone, and 
as he passed the doorkeepers he asked 
them to keep an eye on the room. 
The doorkeepers did not know who 
placed them on guard, had not been 
told by anyone but the constable go- 
ing to breakfast to keep an eye on 
the money, but on thelr own responsi- 
bility did so. During all this time 
nearly $21,000 was lying loose on the

After the various reports had been 
read, Aldermen Smith and Calder 
moved that the petition be granted. 
Aldermen East and Kinney promptly 
moved in amendment that it be filed. 

Alderman May delved into history 
to show why the request of the peti- 
tion should not be granted. He re-| 
ferred back to October, 1908, and! 
quoted reports of council meetings | 
held then, from the files of the Bulle- 


tin. He showed that Mayor McDou- 
gall and Aldermen Lee and Arm- 
strong had refused an investigation 


into a dispute between the then chief 
of police, Major Beale, and a detec- 
tive. He therefore thought these 
gentlemen could not now consistently 
ask for any Judicial investigation, 

Alderman Smith declared tnat there 
had never been, so far as he knew, 
such a large petition presented to the 
eity council in Edmonton nor in any 
other Alberta city. 

“In a city of some 70,000, when 
3000 ratepayers sign a petition that | 
has been circulated for only two days,’ 
surely it means that a whole lot of 
people want this investigation,” he 
declared. “I do not see why mem- 
bers of this council should object to 
granting so reasonable a request. 

“It has been said that the mayor 
intended carrying out all his pre-elec- 
tion promises. One of these was that 
no civic employee would be discharg- 
ed until the case was fully investi- 
gated. Another was that all requests 
from the people would receive con- 
sideration, and the will of the people 
would be done, I do not know what 
more you would like to have to judge 
what is the will of the people.” 

Alderman East's Gpinion 

Alderman East declared that if the 
request of the petition was granted it 
would be the same as voting no con- | 
fidence in Commissioner Booth. it 
this was done, he thought that per- 
haps Commissioner Booth would re- 
sign and that then his friends might 
bring in a petition signed by 5000 
people. 

“These six ex-mayors are trying to 
make us do the things they would 
not do if they were in our places,” 
declared Alderman East. “I think it 
would be a good idea to hold a public 
meeting when the real facts of this 
whole matter might be given.” 

Alderman Calder protested that 
any six ex-mayors did not “start the 
petition off their own bat,” but that 
they, with others, were appointed as 
a committee by a large body of rate- 
payers. “One-third of all the votes 
polled at the last election are repre- 
sented on this petition,” sald he, “and 
the request is that should be 
granted.” 

Not Going to Cater to Politicians, 

“Commissioner Booth is not going 
to cater to any body of politicians, as 


one 


has been said,” declared Aid. Dris- 
coll, praising both the mayor and 
Mr. Booth ‘or tne stand they had 
taken. 


Alderman Sheppard, in commencing 
his speech, declared that most people 
knew that he had always had the best!

S BURNED OUT 


Member of Legislature for Oko- 
toks and Family Escape 
From Burning Building 


(From Morning Edition.) 

OKOTOKS, Alta.,, Feb, 17.—Fire 
which broke out this morning in Mac- 
Leod's clothing store here gutted five 
buildings and caused damage esti- 
mated at $60,000 before it was placed 
under control. The premises destroyed 
were: The Okotoks Hardware Co,; 
the town residence of Geo. Hoadley, 
M.L.A., situated over the hardware 
store; the MacLeod clothing — store, 
above which was located a big hall; 
a building owned by W. BE, MacLeod 
of Calgary, and occupied by Van 
Deer Plant photograph studio and 
Chinese restaurant; a building owned 
by Geo. Thompson and occupied by a 
tailoring establishment; John Wil- 
son's undertaking establishment. 

The fire, discovered at 2 a.m., spread 
with amazing rapidity, gutting bulld- 
ing after building, and when the Cal- 
gary apparatus arrived the buildings 
were in ruins, 

The loss to the Okotoks Hardware 
Co. is estimated at $35,000 with §11,- 
006 insurance carried. George Hoad- 
ley escaped with his family, saving 
only a few clothes and a couple of 
pleces of furniture that were wrecked 
in being taken out of the building. 
Mr. Hoadley had $1000 insurance. H. 
H. Mcleod, whose building and cloth- 
ing store were gutted, carried $14,000 
insurance.
